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Burning of I ho (JoHatii. 

The London 'Daily News' of tlio 
23rd of December gives the following 
account of the burning of tlio British 
training-ship Goliath:— 

A terrible disaster occurred on the 
River Thames yesterday morning, the 
Goliath, a school-ship, lying off Grays, 
and having 400 buys on board, being 
destroyed by tire, The full extent of 
the calamity canuot yet be measured, 
but many of the boy.-, and one of the 
officers aro missing, and are thought 
either to have been drowned or perish- 
ed in the flamos> The Goliath was an 
old wooden line of- battle ship, which 
carried' eighty guns, with engines of 
'10U- horse power. Home years ago, 
after laying by in ordinary, she was 
lent by tho Admiralty to the Poor Law 
authorities of the metropolis in order 
to try the experiment of training the 
poor boys of London tor the sea, and 
was placed for administrative purposes 
under the euro of the managers of tho 
Forest-gate School. She was a largo 
ship of nearly 3, Obi) tons burden, and, 
lying solitary in the bright of tho 
river oil* CI rays, was an object of in- 
terest to excursionists on the river. At 
a few minutes to eight some were pro- 
paring breakfast ami others cleaning 
the ship, while the bulk of tho lads were 
below, many of them undressed. The 
lamp-room, in the forecastle of tho 
ship, was the scene of the outbreak. 
The lamps used to light the vessel after 
dark aro fed with petroleum oil, and 
it appears to have been tho rule to 
collect them every morning in tho 
lamp-room for tho purposes of cleaning 
and retri mining. It is said that one 
of the lamps was accidentally dropped 
by a lad, and the petroleum ignited 
and spread in liquid lire all over tbo 
dock. Tho alarm was instantly k'iveu, 
but so rapid was the spread of tho lire 
that when Captain Bourchier, Royal 
Navy, the officer in command, was 
called from his cabin, tho whole deck 
was in flames. A terrible scene ensued. 
Tho horrified children rushed up from 
below through the various hatchways, 
•which were with difficulty kept from 
being choked up by tlio crush and 
struggle, and as fast as they got on 
deck they hurried to tho side. of the 
ship nearest land as the point of, es- 
cape. Unfortunately it was tbo most 
dangerous sido of the ship, for a 
strong southwesterly wind was blow- 
ing full upon her broadside and roll- 
ed the smoke and tlame over in the 
direction of tho shore. The 
poor lads, however, climbed over the 
bulwarks and hung in the chains, and 
wherever they could get hold for hand 
or foot, and the boats of the ship be- 
ing instantly at hand, proceeded to 
take them off as fast as possible. One 
or more were swamped, and as many 
of the lads clinging to the ship were 
compelled to drop one after another 
into the water there w as ample occu- 
pation for the othor boats winch camo 
to the rescue to pick up those who 
were swimming or drowning. The 
ship lay only about a hundred yards 
from shore, and a good many leaped 
overboard and swam to land, amongst 
them two young ladies, the daughters 
of Captain Bourchier. The boats of 
tlio training ships Aretbusa and Chi- 
chester, lying at Greenhithe, came 
down in a flotilla to help, in command 
of Captain Wallers and several others, 
and were instrumental in saving many 
livos. Captain Bourchier was the last 
to leave tho burning ship, and it wan 
his belief that all the Luis were saved, 
but there was too much reason to 
know that he was mistaken, for two 
bodies have already been washed 
ashore, and the schoolmaster, Mr. 
Wheeler, is said to have sunk. As 
tho survivors we're taken onshore, the 
people of Grays, a small tow n of some 
three thousand in habitants, turned 
out on masse to receive I he in. The 
school-roomB, places of worship, ho- 
tels, and private houses were placed 
at their disposal, w hile all the coppers 
and kettles that could be obtained 
were pressed into service to get break- 
fast for the four hundred, less those 
who were missing. Kind-hearted 
people brought clothing tor the half* 
naked little ones, many of whom were 
to bo seen throughout the day clad in 
garmonts of all sizes and of both 
sexes. An attempt Vfis made to make 
a muster of the lads in order to find 
out who were missing, but they were 
bo scattored about t ho town that tho 
process was unsatisfactory, besides 
which Homo were picked up by ships 
passing up and down the river, and 
carried to unknown destinations, while 
uthors, it is believed, Liuvo taken ad- 



vantage of their liberty to abscond, ho 
that it may bo some days before the 
actual rosults will bo known. 



A RAILWAY COMBINATION. 



ThoTlirou Canadian Hallways Unite with 
tlio Woatern itoail* «<• ltulm- tin. Turin', 

I From tho Chicago Tribune.] 

Tho General Ticket and Passenger- 
Agents of the Great Western, Michi- 
gan Central, Grand Trunk, Canada 
Southern, Detroit and Milwaukee, 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
Railroads entered into an agreement 
last Saturday for the restoration and 
maintenance of uniform passenger rates 
and commissions between competing 1 
points. 

The parties to the agreement agree 
to adopt, and maintain in future tho 
rates of fare established by tbe au- 
thority of tbe General Ticket Agents' 
Convention, and to conform to any 
and all changes that may be made in 
the same from time to time by tho 
samo authority. 

It is understood and agreed to that 
no intermediate or local rates shall be 
made by either of the parties which 
shall in effect reduce or make a sum 
less than the through faro between 
competing points. Tho parties to the 
agreement shall not permit any reduc- 
tion of through fares to bo made, as. 
sumcd, or interposed by tlio agent or 
agents of any connecting line upon 
tickets issued by these roads, either 
by commission, drawback, or reduc- 
tion offered by such agents to the 
passengers or ticket agent; but shall 
maintain tho established rates from 
tho starting point to the destination 
of passengers. Passengers, whether 
singly or in parties, shall be convened 
over these lines in tho class of ears 
denoted by the class and price of tick- 
ets they may hold. No truukline is- 
sue of tickets shall be used to reduce 
tho established fares. The parties to 
tho agreement will not make, or per- 
mit any agent to make, any special or 
reduced rates for lake captains, sailors 
or any other persons, but aro permit- 
ted to issue to bona fide theatrical 
parties tickets at the minimum rate of 
two cents per mile ou the short mile- 
age. Any agent issuing such tickets to 
persons not actually forming a troupe 
in existence will have his tickets re- 
called. No passes, tickets, drawbacks, 
or their equivalent, shall be furnished 
or permitted for the purpose of secur- 
ing passengers or the saio of tickets 
over oitber lino. No reduced rates 
for extra bacrgage shall be made, but 
Uirogh tariff rates, by actual weight of 
the same, shall be enforced (the allow- 
ance being 150 pounds per passenger. ) 
The parties to tlio agreement agree to 
allow agents to throw oil' '2~i cents on 
Detroit and Toledo, and 5U cents on 
Chicago, in order to secure passengers; 
but any reduction made beyond this 
allowance to result in the immediate 
withdrawal of the tickets of tho parties 
hereto from such agent or agents. 

English Mail to Dec 18. 

[Per steamer North Pacific] 

Mr. A. M. Sullivon, M. P., at a 
meeting of the Homo R do League, 
commenting upon the proposed change 
in the military system of this country, 
said that England now looked around 
for the stalwart forms that used to 
flock upon the Irish hill sides to (ill 
the ranks of her army, and sho found 
them not. She only found fat bul- 
locks, shorthorns, and Scotch sheep. 
The British Government would now 
believe in a God, for they found that 
there was a Nemesis, for the destroyed 
and decimated Irish race could no 
more help them — even if they would 
— in their extremity. 

Tho London correspondent, of the 
Birmingham "Quzutto" understands 
that the Canadian Government is by 
no means pleased at the present emi- 
gration arrangements, and is prepar- 
ing to remodel its entire emigration 
policy. Tho number of immigrants 
during tlio last two years, ho adds, is 
far smaller than during the previous 
five years, while the expenditure has 
enormously increased. 

The Bishop of Winchester ,who waa 
asked at Richmond if there was any 
impropriety in a Churchman attending 
a service at a Nonconformist mortuary 
chapel of the obsequies of a Noncon- 
formist friend, has replied that "no 
well-instructed Churchman can attend 
tho services of other communions." 
His Lordship, however, is "far from 
.saying that a Churchman may not 
with propriety attend tho funeral of a 
Nonconformist relation." But he as- 
serts that the English Church, as tho 
true Church of this land, must desire 
to "bring all men into one body."

Tho correspondence brought down 
before the House on Wednesday and 
published in these columns lias filled 
the public mind with surprise and 
alarm. That tho Government had 
claimed advances to tlio amount of 
§900,000 from Canada as a right, was well 
known; and many persons upheld 
them in that claim— honestly believing 
that tho money so claimed became 
ours under tho terms of Confedera- 
tion. It is useless now to refer to tho 
oft' repeated warnings of such men as 
Dr. Heltncken, Mr. McCreighb, Mr. 
Robsou, Dr. Tolmte, Mr. Humphreys, 
Mr. Smitbe, and others, that should 
Canada onco get us into her power 
she would thou dictate her own tortus 
for radway construction. Warnings 
and remonstrances Tell unheeded 
on tho oars of the, Ministry. They re- 
sisted every appeal made to them and 
proceeded to draw upon Canada for 
tho funds in cessary to construct cer 
tain public works. Tho first, draft for 
$18 l J,5UU was duly honored. A second 
draft for §-250,UU0 waa dishonored, the 
answer beiuy that Caundu's engagements 
weru Mich unit she could not tlieu spare 
ttie money. U|> to this moment, let, it- be 
borne in mind, the Ministry Inn I oonUutl- 
cd tliut the $9UU,0UU was otira; that Catia 
da was our bunker— holding tins large 
s.un in trust for us and allowing us Ave 
per cent, per anuum for its use until we 
•aw an opportunity fur its profitable in- 
vestment. Such was the argument with 
which the House was met in the sessions 
of '7-i and '75; such was tho basis on which 
Ministers appealed tu the constituencies 
at the elections three months ago; anil 
suoh was the understanding upon which 
more than one .successful candidate on 
tho Mainland agreed to support the Gov- 
ernment's financial policy. Tho corres- 
pondence to which we hova adverted 
shows one thing olearly: that while the 
oloctions wero pending— that while plodg 
es of support were being given ou the 
right aud on the left hand, the Ministry 
had already receded from the pledge* 
they had given in tho House aud had 
agreed tu regard any' advances that might 
bu made by Canada as a loan. In a mat 
ter so nearly affecting the character, 
standing, honor ami credit of tLio Gov- 
ernment of the Province wo feel that it is 
incumbent up&n us to justify every posi- 
tion we may assume by the production of 
the mo-t irrefutable evidence attainable. 
"Wo tin J, therefore, to the official oorrei- 
penitence, prin'ed and luiti before the 
lluust' by ihe Government themselves.

The position accepted by thu flliuistiy 
in this telegram is the very position into 
■which they hutl pledged themselves to 
tho House over and over again not 
to bo drawn. '"'1 he money we shall draw 
from Canada," urged one of the Ministers 
in March luf-t, "is ours." Canada holds 
it as a loan and pays us 5 per cent, fur 
its ubo. Invested in roads and bridges 
it ; s worth more to us than the internet 
and wo propose to draw and spend it on 
those productive works." With this un- 
derstanding the House gave its consent 
to the acceptance of tl.o 8900,000, We 
admit that the authority of a vote of the 
House — although that vote was elicited

Now Westminster Kxcited. 



A public meeting, over which tho 
Mayor presided, was hold at New Wost- 
mi us tor on Thursday evening. Tho ob- 
jeot of tho gathering was to consider tho 
muses that led to tho summary dismissal 
of Miss Mills, teacher of iho publio 
school, by tiio local trustees. Speeches 
were made in favor and against the action 
of tho trustees and the f jllowillg resolu- 
tions passed : 

Moved by Mr. Howoy, seconded by 
Mr. W. Johnston: 'J hat whereas au ad- 
vertisement from Mr. Jossop, Superin- 
tendent of Education, apptare.l iu tho 
Globe aud Mail oi Toronto, between tho 
12th of April and 1st May, 187f>, asking 
for public school touchers to servo in 
British Columbia and referring them to 
Dr. Carlisle, of I ho Normal School thoro, 
Various applications were received as sot 
forth in the report of the Superintendent 
of Education to his lion, the Governor, 
July, 1875. 

Amongst tho applicants was tho present 
teacher of tho female school, Now West- 
minster, Miss Mill.., who was induced to 
come to British Columbia, holding cer- 
tificate from tho Normal School, Toronto. 
Sho underwent a second examination in 
Victoria aud was appointed as toachor to 
tho public school, New Westminster. 
That after being six months engaged tho 
Trustees have informed her that her set- 
vices will bo no longer required; and 
that a majority of tho parents of tho chil- 
li) en attending the public school, being 
perfectly satisfied with her teaching, they 
petitioned tho trustees to retain her as 
teacher, and thoy (tho Trustees) without 
giving any reason refused to accedo to 
the request of such petition. 

Therefore bo it resolved, at this moot- 
ing of the ratepayers of New Westmins- 
ter, duly convened by his Worship tho 
Mayor, That wo consider tho dismissal 
of Miss Milis from nor post as lady teach 
or of tho aforesaid school, by tho Trus- 
tees, as entirely uncalled for aud unjust, 
and furthermore, wo request tho Board 
of Education to request the Trustees to 
reinstate Miss Mills in her lalo position, 
or in the event of their not deing so, to 
resign their trust. 

Moved by Mr. Holbrnok, seconded by 
Mr. l'eole, that a copy of tho above reso- 
lution bo forwarded to th" Board of Edu- 
cation in Victoria, as it does not appear 
from clause No. 7 amended Soltool Act, 
1865, that Trustees have tho power to 
dismiss teachers without the consent of 
tho Board of Education 

Tho public mind at tho Royal City 
seems to be much excited over the action 
of tho trustees, who furnish no reason 
for their course. 

Chinese Temple of Worship— A Chi 
noso Joss house or lemplo of worship 
has been erected on Government just be- 
yond Ct rmorant street, ond was dodioat 
cd Friday night and yesterday. Joss 
means god or idol , n nd the over-devout 
children of the Celestial Kingdom have 
set up two gods and a goddess in the new 
establishment. Entering tho door wo 
discerned a band composed of two tom- 
toms, a bugle and p. pair of cymbals, ench 
played upon by a devotee, albeit tho bu-* 
glor appeared to bo suffering from short 
licss of breath. aud at every two or three 
notes slopped to inflate his lunga with 
a fresh supply of tho oxygen. In a sort 
of cabinet, and raised about live feet 
above the floor, sat tho three deities. The 
central figure wore a black beard and 
moustache and the faco was profusely 
covered with red ochre. On the head sat 
a gilt crown, and tho ligure itself was ha- 
bited in robes of gorgeous hue. The 
ligure on tho left baud represented a prot 
ty woman, crowned anil dressed like the 
male figure. On the right hand side a 
venerable looking personage with grey 
board anil moustache and highly dressed 
but without a crown on the head, looked 
down on the scene with an expression of 
placid self-satisfaction. Behind tho cab- 
inet woro burning colored wax caudles, 
rushes, etc., and in front of the gods were 
arranged dishes filled witu fruits of var 
ions kinds for tho refreshim nt of their 
high migl finesses. Crowds of Chinamen 
of every rank and condition filiod the 
plaeo and the din of instruments, and tho 
scont of opium and foul clothes was so 
great that the few whites who ventured 
in were soon glad to bout a retreat. 



The Pawned Subsidy- 

The Government havo placed in tho 
hands of merubnrs a series of resolutions 
which thoy propose to oiler to the House 
to morrow iu support of their uot of 
pledging tho subsidy of tho Province for 
a loan of $150,000. Wo have not time to 
review tho document to-day; but wo wish 
to point out to the membwrs, who will bo 
called on to morrow to express their 
opinion, that tho dispatches of Mr. Mao 
lcenzie stating that the advance would bo 
made on account of tho subsidy and tho 
"O, bo joyful" telegram of Secretary Aih 
accepting the advance ou. the condition 
named are not supplied. We would fur- 
ther point out that the mihsing telegrams 
passed two weeks before the money was 
receiveil , and that it was not until tho 
money had long been expended that the 
Government talked of "strongly resist- 
ing." Tho timo to havo objected was 
before tho cake had boon oaten. 



Mechanics' Institute. — An entertain- 
ment was given lust night in aid of this 
deserving institution by Mr. J. C. Fer- 
gusson, assisted by the orchestral band 
band and Mr. Donald McKay. Tho eole- 
bratod Scotch looturer gave several in- 
toresting recitations, and numerous iio'gs 
chosen from Scotland's most celebrated 
composers. Mr. McKay, who appeared 
in full Highland costume, was warmly 
applauded for his poetry of motion 
dancing, whilst tho band, which played 
two beautiful operatic selections nudei 
tho leadership of Prof. Schuffor, was 
well received. The playing on tho bag- 
pi dps by Mr. Fergnsson also added to 
tho attractions of tho entertainment.

Editor Colonist:— His Excellency 
Lieut. -Governor Trutch in n letter on 
Indian Affairs makes tho following re j 
murks: "In my 20 years' experience 
among the aborigines of this coast I j 
have not mot with a single Indian of j 
pure blood whom I consider to have | 
attained to oveu the most glimmering 
perception of the Creed." Dr.Tolmie, 
iu his speech on the Indian question, 
coulirms tlio preceding statement by 
declaims; that iu a still wider inter- 
course of 4.2 years his experience has 
boen to tho same effect. 

These aro grave statements, opposed 
to the general experience, yet carrying 
weight, owing to tho quarter from 
.which thoy emanate, ami I would not 
attempt to throw tho least doubt upon 
tho voracity of their authors. But 
while their experience may be such as 
they allege, tho inference erroneous 
aud* wider than the facts would justify, 
is fairly implied and might bo readily 
drawn, that there are no Indians on 
this coast believii g and preaching the 
doctrines of Christianity. 

The results of missionary efforts 
havo boon in many cases greatly exag 
geratod, but they havo quite as often 
been unduly depreciated, and I cannot 
but think that tho observations of His 
Excellency and Dr. Tolmie are excep- 
tional, in their character. Coining as 
they do from such sources statements 
of this nature suggest the broader 
construction that their experience is 
the experience of all. 

That it correctly represents the 
spiritual condition of tho Indians,! 
have tho best reasons in the world for 
doubting. With a much briefer ac- 
quaintance with our aboriginal bro- 
thers, I have on several occasions met 
with pure Indians who were at the 
same timo consistent Christians and 
eloquent expounders of Gospel Truth. 
Such an experience on my part does 
not at all invalidate a contrary exper 
ience on tho part of others, it ought, 
however, to modify the conclusions we 
draw; it shows what different facts 
may present themselves to diffirent 
niiiuls in the same field of observation, 
and how carefully the public ought to 
bo on their guard against sweeping 
.assertions founded on an incomplete 
.array of facts. 

Whatever has been done for the 
moral and intellectual elevation of tho 
Indian has been done mainly through 
the self-sacrificing zeal of missionar- 
ies, and to them the credit is chiolly 
duo and not to any Governmental aid 
however generous. That in some 
cases the efforts made have yielded' 
abundant fruit is matter of observation 
and congratulation, that in others the 
results havo boon meagre indeed is a 
sourco of deep regret, but considering 
the want of moans, helpers and other 
conditions of success, not at all won 
derful. 

A discerning publio will havo no 
difficulty in deciding for itsolf what is 
the true condition of affairs among 
the Indians as regards Christianity. In 
tho estimate of any enterprise two 
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cossivo laudation or of equally exces- 
sive depreciation. Tho partisans ot 
each view range themselves at tho op- 
posite poles of thought, thundering 
back tho eternal "No" to tho equally 
thunderous eternal "Yes!" Oooupying 
tho middle ground, I think tho proper 
summing up of the case is as follows: 
Missionary work has been neither as 
successful nor abortive as oxtremoists 
would make it out to be. 

In conclusion I havo to say that an 
experience of 12J or 4'J years may or 
may not bo worthy of our assent ac 
cording as it has or has not bocu tho 
result of careful observation. If ill bo 
merely an opinion grounded on no 
special examination and recording the 
impression derived fiom mere surface- 
contact, it has no value beyond that 
of an 'ipso dixit.' But if it bo tho de- 
liberate statement of a man, whose 
investigation has boon thorough and 
his information large, who has fjone 
below the surface of things, who has 
put himsolf in cioso contact with his 
subject, and who has uot by hearsay, 
but by psrsouul inquiry, satisfied him- 
self us to the acquaintance of tho In- 
dians with the articles of Christian 
belief, then tho experience of such ti 
man must carry th > greatest woight. 
Whether this weight should bo ac- 
corded to the statements at the open- 
ing of this letter, and whether the 
therein recorded experience is not 
overborne by other experiences of a 
totally different character, I loavo to 
the public to judge.

The correspondent of tho London 
'Times' has had an intorviow with 
Gen. Ignatieff, tho Russian Minister 
nt Constantinople, in which the latter 
conversed on tho Turkish question 
with all tho frankness which Prince 
Bismarck has made fashionable among 
diplomatists, and related among oth- 
er things what ho said to tho Sultan 
in tho now celebrated conversation 
which, about two months ago, seemed 
such a serious turn to tho crisis in 
Herzogovinia. The substance of it 
was that his Majesty's ease was hopo- 
iess; that the only thing to bo done 
was to reform, but reform was impos- 
sible, because it could only bo carried 
out through equality, aud equality 
would involve ttie ruin of the Otto- 
man Empire. In Europe there aro 
say 4,000,000 of Mussulmans, from 
among whom all tho Government of- 
ficials are taken, and who exercise 
over the Christians a most oppressive 
and insulting social superiority. The 
empire cannot be saved without the 
removal of this inequality, but it can- 
not bo removed by legislation. This 
has been tried, and failed. Tho non- 
tompt of the Mussulman for the Chris- 
tian and the hatred of the Christian 
for the Mussulman havo got into the 
manners and traditions and ovoii iuto 
the religion of tho population, and 
nothing now can get them out. Tho 
Christians aro naturally prevented 
from seeking or considering any so- 
lution of the problem, except tho ex- 
pulsion of the Turks, by tho example 
of Servia, and by tho sympathy of 
Dalmatia, Croatia and Montenegro. 
The Servians, thoy say, were at the 
beginning of this century worse off 
than thoy are now; they rose and ox- 
polled the Turks, and havo ever since 
been free and happy. Tho Dalina 
btans,Croatians aud Montenegrins, too, 
with whom they are in daily inter- 
course — men of tho samo race, lan- 
guage and religion — are living under 
their very eyes, secure, free aud pros- 
perous, and equal before the law. Why 
should a Bosnian or Bulgarian bo any 
worse off? Everybody, therefore, is 
giving up in despair, ail consideration 
of a 'modus vivondi,' and yet nobody 
has anything to say about the fu u,'e, 
except that the Turkish rule in Europe 
is near its close — how near nobody 
ventures to guess; and nobody likes to 
meddle actively in the crisis, because 
of tho terrible responsibility that 
would follow. Russia might, as Gen. 
Ignatieff points out, by merely giving 
tho Montenegrins tho signal to take 
part in tho fray, ensure such a revival

spread into Bulgaria and Koumelia.or 
in other words, ai would set the whole of 
European Turkey in ablaze, and cover that 
vast and fertile region with blood and 
tire, and possibly compel occupation 
bv Austria or Russia, or both, iu the 
interest of humanity. But what then? 
Tho overthrow of the Saltan's authori- 
ty and the organization of some sort 
of Christian rule would follow as a 
matter of course; but no real and per- 
manent pacification could take placo 
without the removal of tho 4,000,000 
of Mussulmans now resident in En 
rope, and owners of large amounts of 
property. In all the. ot her ptovinces 
which hnve thrown off the Turkish 
y O k — Hungary, Moldavia, Wallachia, 
Bessarabia, and Servia — the withdraw- 
al of the Mussulman tesidents has 
followed as a matter of course. In 
Servia they emigrated because, as was 
acknowledged on all hands, it was 
morally certain they would be mas- 
sacred if they stayed, and they soli 
their property because they could not 
collect their rents. But then each of 
these cases occurred at a considerable 
interval from the others, aud tho dis- 
placement of tho population in each 
was comparatively small. Nothing 
iike the dislodgmeut of 4,000,001) of 
persons of all ages and sexes from 
their immovables, has ever occurred 
iu modern times, or anything ap- 
proaching to it, except tho expulsion 
of the Moors from Spain; and no such 
process as that would be tolerated by 
public opinion in our lime. 

To those difficulties, which aro of 
no ordinary character, m ist b> a Id d 
the difficulty of settling who is to have 
Constantinople; and, tal o i alto 
gether.they constitute a full and sulli- 
cient reason for the ruluotince of all 
tho Go .t 1 o verstounden k • the task 
of reorganizing Tin key, and for the 
general disposition to wait and seo 
what will turn up. Tho knowledge that 
the Powers are waiting, and thatacrisis 
of the first magnitude in the history of 
the Empire has really supervened, of 
course gives the insurgents extraor- 
dinary encouragement, and enables 
them to keep the hold in one way or 
another. They are now standing 
tolorably well on tho defensive— that 
is, tho troops aro unable to disperse 
the bands, which assail small bodies 
with more or less success, and now 
and then got the best of a conflict 
which may fairly bo called a battle. 
Tho piobability is that in the spring 
matters will not look any better than 
they do now. The rebels will not 
havo expelled the troops, and the 
troops will not havo suppressed tho 
rebellion, and an Austrian corps will 
cross tho frontier and occupy Herze- 
govina and Bosnia, as it occupied 
Wallachia and Moldavia in 1834, in 
trust "for whom it. may concern," and 
tho Turkish forces will retire, protest- 
ing loudly; Germany and Russia will 



will call for a coi foreuoo. It would 
bo very dangerous to attempt to pre- 
dict what will happen which has not 
been already arranged. The problem 
which a conference will have to solve 
has undoubtedly been much simplified 
by the actiou of England with regard 
to the Suez canal, as it is taken abroad 
as well as in England aa a clear in- 
dication that she has got what she 
wants, mid that the ownership of Con- 
stantinople is now a mutter of second- 
ary importance to her. Tho Russian 
and German semi-official papers both 
treat the acquisition of tho shares- as a 
bold, wise, and natural Ptop, ns we 
ventured some weeks ago to predict 
they would. To Russia it is pure gain, 
as it is an abandonment of the post' 
tion" which led to' tho Crimean war. 
Tho unknown element in the affair is 
what Oeruiamy really looks forward 
to. The acquiescence in British as- 
cendancy iu Egypt does not by any 
means indicate her acquiescence in t.io 
Russian acquisition of Constanti- 
nople. 

There can bo littlo quostion that it 
is the uncertainty, and it may bo said 
tho anxiety, arising out of this highly 
interesting but pirplexing "sit- 
uation which is producing tha ex- 
traordinary ilmncial depression which 
prevails throughout Europe. Tho 
cloud which has boen hanging over 
the diplomatic world ever since tho 
Treaty of Adriat ojle in 1821), when 
the Russians passed the Balkan, is ap- 
parently about to break; and wiion it 
breaks, it will bring about a groater 
change, both industrial and political, 
than has taken place iu the Old World 
since tho fall of tho Greek Empire. 
Tho enormous and fertile region which 
that event withdrew from the current 
of European commerce and civiliza- 
tion, containing oveu now, when not 
peopled over one fourth of its capacity, 
a population of over 15,000,000, could 
hardly be reunited to Christendom, 
and placed under the rule of law, 
without producing marked effects ou 
tho trudo and politics of the 
whole Western world, and combin- 
ed with tho passage of Egypt under 
English sway, without making tho 
Mediterranean once more tho centre of 
extraordinary social and commercial 
activity. The retreat of tho Mussul- 
mans from its shores on "all sides, 
could hardly be long delayed. The 
power that held the Bosphorus would 
inevitably push the Turks far iuto the 
interior of Asia Minor, and Tunis and 
Morocco could not loug survive, oven 
iu nominal independence, the over- 
throw of the Sultan. Iu fact, tho 
amount of materials for political spec- 
ulation offered by tho present condi- 
tion of the Turkish Einpiro is so gieat 
that it is almost presumption to at- 
tempt the slightest handling of them 
in a newspaper article. — 'New York 
Nation.'
